Birds; they give order to whole Ar-

whereby we have Atchieved all our 
Victories throughout the whole 
World: In one Word, theſe Birds 
command thoſe Great Commanders 
of all Nations upon the Earth. 
Their Crowing out of Order too 
ſoon before their Hour, or too late, © 
portendeth alſo, and preſageth ſome- 
thing remarkable, for well-known it 
is, that by their Crowing at one time 
all Night long, they foreſignified to 
the Beotians, that noble Victory of

Wars amongſt themſelves, you muſt 
_ ſpeedily take them up, and if they 
are ſtrong enough, cut their Combs 
and Wattles, and not before ; for if 


vou cut them too early, there will 
be no Comb remaining either to 


grace or guard the Head, and he'll 
hook ſo Capon like, that you will 
hate to ſee him when turned into the 
Pit. But on the other hand, if you 
let them wear their Wattles a Year, 
or may be five Quarters, as ſome un- 
wiſely do, they will then be heav 
headed, and in ſpight of Fate mu 
needs looſe a World of Blood, which 
of all things is the moſt hurtful to a 
Cock of the Game ; and therefore, 
as you may not before a Quarter old 
at ſooneſt, ſo you may not exceed 
three Quarters at the fartheſt, before

you dub your young Cocks, for the 
Reaſons aforeſaid : And in cutting, if 


you obſerve this for a Rule, to leave 


the Comb round like a Half: moon, it 
will make the Cock appear as it were 
Roman- nos d, or Hawk bild, and 


will not only be a good guard to his 
Head, but will render him much 
handſomer to look upon: Whereas 


cloſe cutting makes them appear 
ſneaking, and alſo much weakens the 
Beak of a Cock, and by that means 
many times looſes the Battle. But 


when you Cut, or Dub your Cocks, 


be ſure to put them up into the Pens 


for a Week, or more, until you find 


their Wounded Heads begin to ſhell 
and heal ; and this impriſonment 
will be of double advantage to the 
young Cocks, for it will both ac- 


quaint them with the Pens, and 
ive you the advantage of oſten 
dling of them, which is the moſt 
compendious way to make them be: 
come tame and gentle, without which-:7- .

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qualification, or good property, a

When Cocks ſhould be ſet out to 
Walk, and where. 


ND now in the next place, ak 

ter this Penning, and his 
Wounded Head is got well, you 
_ muſt ſend. him to a Walk, where 
(like an abſolute Monarch) he may 
Reign without controul, and be be- 


lenges of neighbouring Cocks, which 
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is a thing apt to ſtir their Choller, 
and therefore it is that Captain Mark- 
ham ſo much commends a Lodge, a 
Grange-houſe, or Mill, becauſe that, 
for the moſt part, they are places re- 
mote, and far from Neighbours. 
And as you are always to chuſe a 
Walk that is grac'd with Solitude, 
having green Fields, or pleaſant 
Meadows on one hand, with Moun- 
tainous, Hilly, dry Ground on tlie 
other, and a murmuring Brook, or 
twatling Rivelet, or in their ſtead 
ſome pleaſant Pools, or Ponds of 
clear ſweet Water, with a good Barn- 
door, or elſe ſome loving Hand from 
the Houſe that may daily aflord plen- 
ty of Corn, eſpecially if the Cock be 


large; So ſhould you, if poſſibly you 


can, avoid the having of too many 
Hens in your Walk, for look how 
many above ſix your Cock walks 
with, ſo many Mates has he too 
many ; and indeed, had he but two 
or three it's enough, and the Walk 
would be the better: for many Hens 
make a. Cock to tread often, and

much treading greatly debilitates a 
Bird of the Game, and makes him 
feeble when he comes to Fight ; 
tho' length of time and good Feeding 
- will much reſtore a Cock that is de 
cayed by hard Treading, 
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Of a proper Rooft for Cocks. 


ND now for the Rooſt of your 
A Cock, which is one of the 
choiceſt things you are to look after 
in his Walk, for it makes or marrs 
a Cock II aſſure you; and therefore 
know, that there is nothing better 
than a Beam, or broad Struncheon, 
wraped round, and cloſe with well 
twiſted Thum-ropes of Hay, into 
which he may ſet his Claws, and 
by that means hold himſelf faſt with- 
out ſtradling, or lying wide with 
his Legs : Whereas if his Rooſt be 
either imall or narrow, he is forced 
to ſit wide, and gripe hard, to hold 
himſelf on; and this many times 
ſpoils a good Cock, and makes him 

| —_ 
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not worth a Groat, that might other- 


wiſe have been a Jewel of imprecia- 


ble Value ; and therefore be ſure to 
be very careful and curious in the 


Rooſt : and fee that the Floor be not 


too hard on which he 1s to light 
when he is to deſcend from his Rooſt, 
for that will be apt tobreak his Claws, 
and bruiſe his Feet, and make him 
Club-footed, and Gouty ; neither is it 

give a Cock Meat either up- 
on a Brick, Plaiſter, or Boarded-floor, 
for that will much harm the Bill, or 
Beak of a Cock, making it blunt, and 
dull, and many times breaks it quite 
off, to the ſpoyling of the Bird at 
preſent. 23

ND here by the way give me 


leave to recommend to ou 


the frequent ſparring of your young 
Cocks : confels A 1 Ching Prad 
by few or none, and by the genera-

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claimed againſt ; yet notwit 
ing all this, I have prafticed it for 
many Years, with good ſucceſs and 
advantage: And do conſtantly affirm 
it to be one of the greateſt helps 
that can be conferred upon a young 
Cock, provided it be performed by 
a Skilful Maſter, whoſe care and di- 
üßgence may be manifeſted in the 
well ordering of the Cocks in theſe 
their early heats : And a better way 
I know not than this, which I have 
ever obſerved, and been very ſucceſs- 
ful in. 
Firſt then, after you have placed 
a young Cock ſome little time at his 
Walk, where he Reigns like a ſupream 
Lord and Maſter over all, without 
the leaſt controul, or moleſtation 
from any Antagoniſt, then take a 
Brother, or ſome other young Cock, 
as near to his Age and Size as may 
be, and go to this his Walk, and 
there, after having ſecured their bud- 
ing Spurs, by putting them on little 
Hutts made for that purpoſe; Taſę 
 Iye-berry-leaves, Ground-Ive-leaves,

row, and that Cock as wide as they 
carr be ſet.
